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Commodity  summary 

Refrigerated  warehouses  contained  5*9  "billion  pounds  of  agricultural  products  the 
largest  on  record  for  March  1.     Cooler  rooms  contained  2.3  billion  pounds  and 
freezers,  3*6  billion.     This  time  last  year,  the  refrigerated  weight  was  5.6  billion 
pounds  and  the  March  1,  1957-61  average  is  k.Q  billion  pounds.    Utilization  of  publi 
refrigerated  storage  space  declined  seasonally  during  February  and  on  March  1,  oc- 
cupancy of  cooler  space  was  5k  percent  and  freezer  space,  68  percent. 

Warehouse  supplies  of  frozen  orange  concentrate  were  reduced  1  million  gallons 
during  February,  which  is  contraseasonal,  and  on  March  1  totaled  k'J  million,  gallons. 
This  is  a  record  for  the  date  and  compares  with  kl  million  stored  a  year  earlier  and 
33  million  gallons,  the  average.    More  frozen  vegetables  moved  from  storage  during 
February  than  usual.    An  88-million  pound  reduction  left  1,101  million  pounds  on 
March  1       a  record  for  the  date.    Reductions  were  principally  in  stocks  of  green 
peas,  lima  beans,  and  snap  beans.     Only  stocks  of  French  fries  and  mixed  peas  and 
carrots  increased.    Fruit  supplies,  likewise,  showed  a  greater  February  net  dis- 
appearance than  a  year  earlier  and  the  average  --  a  drop  of  51  million  pounds  com- 
pared with  k6  million  during  February  1962  and  the  average  of  k'J  million  pounds. 
Stocks  of  frozen  fruits,  at  k25  million  pounds,  were  3  percent  less  than  on  March  1, 
1962  but  8  percent  greater  than  average. 

Government -owned  butter  stored  on  March  1  totaled  297  million  pounds  out  of 
total  stocks  of  327  million.    For  the  date,  warehouse  stocks  of  butter  are  about 
one-fourth  greater  than  a  year  earlier  and  k32  percent  larger  than  the  average. 
American  cheese  stocks  were  321  million  pounds  compared  with  3^3  million  stored  on 
March  1,  1962  and  286  million,  the  average .    Poultry  holdings  declined  35  million 
pounds  to  293  million.    For  March  1,  these  supplies  were  ±k  percent  less  than  a  year 
earlier  but  7  percent  larger  than  average.     Turkey  stocks  were  19  percent  under  a 
year  earlier  but  above  average  by  23  percent.    Warehouse  stocks  of  shell  eggs  were 
lowered  to  31*000  cases  and  frozen  egg  stocks  to  38  million  pounds.     Stocks  for  each 
were  lower  than  a  year  earlier  and  the  average. 

Stocks  of  beef,  pork,  and  other  meats  moved  up  during  February.     On  March  1, 
beef  totaled  176  million  pounds  --  up  10  million  from  the  previous  month.    A  gain  of 
2k  million  pounds  brought  total  pork  supplies  to  273  million  pounds,  while  a  lU- mil- 
lion pound  gain  in  other  meats  raised  the  refrigerated  supply  to  102  million  pounds. 
Total  meats  were  551  million  pounds  compared  with  k^J  million  stored  on  March  1, 
1962  and  5^  million,  the  average. 

Cooler  and  freezer  stock  changes 

Product  weight  in  both  cooler  and  freezer  rooms  was  reduced  during  February.  A 
kkk- million  pound  reduction  of  cooler  products  left  2.3  billion  pounds  in  storage 
on  March  1,  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  but  10  percent  greater  than  average. 
Except  for  the  gains  in  stocks  of  shelled  nuts,  pork,  and  canned  meats, . other-  r 
cooler  stocks  were  less  than  a  month  earlier.     Seasonal  gains  in  stocks  of  butter, 
beef,  pork,  and  other  meats,  were  offset  by  declines  of  other  freezer-held  products. 
On  March  1,  the  total  freezer  weight  was  3-6  billion  pounds  --  down  130  million  from 
a  month  earlier.     On  March  1,  1962,  stocks  totaled  ^.k  billion  pounds  and  the 
average  for  the  date  is  2.7  billion. 

Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

Occupancy  of  public  refrigerated  warehouses  declined  seasonally  during  February. 
Cooler  occupancy  was  5k  percent  of  capacity  on  March  1,  a  decline  of  k  points  from 
a  month  earlier.    Freezer  occupancy,  at  68  percent,  was  2  points  lower  than  on 
February  1.    For  this  time  of  year,  cooler  occupancy  was  3  points  greater  than  the 
average  but  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    Freezer  occupancy  was  3  points  above  aver- 
age for  the  date,  but  3  points  less  than  this  date  last  year. 

Dairy  and  dairy  products 

A  March  1  record  inventory  of  327  million  pounds  of  butter  was  26  percent  larger 
than  a  year  earlier  and  5  times  more  than  average.     Stocks  of  butter  increased  16 
million  pounds  during  February,  compared  with  21  million  during  February  1962  and 
the  average  of  k  million.     Government -owned  butter  on  March  1  totaled  297  million 
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pounds ,  leaving  30  million  in  commercial  channels,  compared  with  35  million  a  year 
earlier.    Holdings  of  American  cheese  declined  38  million  from  February  1  to  321 
million  pounds.     This  was  61  million  less  than  this  time  last  year,  but  36  million 
more  than  average  for  the  date.     Government  holdings  of  American  cheese  totaled 
56  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  13  million  pounds  during  February. 

Poultry  and  poultry  products 

Frozen  poultry  supplies  were  293  million  pounds,  ih  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier 
earlier,  but  7  percent  more  than  the  average.    February  disappearance  of  frozen 
poultry  was  35  million  pounds,  compared  with  65  million  during  February  last  year 
and  39  million,  the  average  reduction  for  the  month.     Stocks  of  turkeys  declined  to 
177  million  pounds  on  March  1,  a  reduction  of  21  million  during  February.  This 
decrease  was  about  the  average  but  11  million  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Supplies 
of  frozen  eggs  on  March  1  were  38  million  pounds,  2  million  less  than  stocks  the 
same  month  a  year  ago  and  22  million  less  than  average  for  the  date.    Holdings  of 
shell  eggs  were  31^000  cases.     This  time  last  year  stocks  were  38,000  cases,  while 
the  average  for  the  date  is  21^,000  cases. 

Juices,  vegetables,  and  fruits 

Although  the  change  in  orange  concentrate  stocks  was  contraseasonal,  supplies  are 
the  largest  on  record  for  March  1.     Supplies  of  frozen  orange  concentrate  totaled 
k-7  million  gallons  --  down  1  million  from  February  1.     This  time  last  year,  the 
industry  added  11  million  gallons  to  bring  their  March  1  inventory  up  to  hi  million 
gallons .    Average  stocks  for  the  date  are  33  million  gallons  and  the  average  gain 
for  February  is  7  million  gallons.     Holdings  of  frozen  fruits  were  down  to  ^-25 
million  pounds  after  a  51-million  pound  reduction  during  February.     These  stocks 
compare  with  U38  million  stored  on  March  1,  1962  and  39^  million,  the  average  for 
the  date.     Except  for  a  3-million  pound  gain  in  stocks  of  frozen  apples,  holdings 
of  all  fruits  and  berries  were  lower  than  on  February  1.     A  19-million  pound  re- 
duction in  frozen  strawberry  stocks  left  119  million  in  storage,  k  percent  greater 
than  a  year  earlier  but  10  percent  less  than  average.     The  87 -million  pounds  of 
frozen  cherries  stored  on  March  1  were  13  million  less  than  the  previous  month. 
Last  year  this  time,  cherry  stocks  totaled  88  million  pounds  and  the  average  is 
^-3  million.    Warehouse  holdings  of  frozen  vegetables  were  at  a  record  March  1  level 
of  1,101  million  pounds  --6  percent  larger  than  a  year  ago  and  51  percent  larger 
than  average.     Stocks  were  lowered  during  February  for  all  but  two  vegetable  pro- 
ducts --  French  fries  and  mixed  peas  and  carrots.    The  overall  reduction  was  88 
million  pounds  compared  with  8l  million  during  February  1962  and  71  million  pounds, 
the  average  for  the  month.    Holdings  of  French  fries  were  up  to  268  million  pounds, 
33  million  more  than  a  month  earlier. 

Meat  and  meat  products 

Supplies  of  meat  and  meat  products  increased  kg  million  pounds  during  the  month  to 
551  million  pounds .    A  year  earlier  stocks  increased  15  million  pounds  and  the 
average  gain  is  28  million.     Stocks  were  11  percent  more  than  March  1,  1962  and 
1  percent  above  average.     Beef  holdings  were  176  million  pounds,  an  increase  of 
10  million  pounds,  compared  with  a  15 -million  pound  decline  during  February  last 
year  and  the  average  decrease  of  13  million.     Stocks  of  pork  were  l6  percent  above 
a  year  earlier,  but  6  percent  below  average.     Frozen  pork  holdings  were  235  million 
pounds,  an  increase  of  2h  million  pounds,  while  cooler  pork  stocks  were  38  million 
pounds,  about  the  same  as  last  month.     Supplies  of  frozen  pork  bellies  on  March  1 
were  73  million  pounds,  compared  with  6h  million  on  February  1  and  6l  million  at 
this  time  last  year.
